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Jack is back 

Didsbury residents lend support to 
Sheridan through long legal battle

Jack Sheridan was welcomed 
home last week with open arms 
after returning from Florida 
where he accepted a plea deal, 
ending a lengthy and exhausting 
legal battle. 

The 69-year-old Didsbury Inn 
owner was overwhelmed by the 
positive response 
he received from 
the community 
and said it feels 
“very good to be 
home.” 

“My arm is near¬ 
ly off my elbow 
from shaking 

hands with every¬ 
body,” he said. 

“I’ve gotten 
wonderful sup¬ 
port, just fantas¬ 
tic.” 

Since his return, Sheridan said 
he’s received calls from Calgary 
to Edmonton, and everywhere in 
between. 

“It’s been outstanding, it really 
has,” he said. 

“I’m getting calls every day.” 

When Sheridan was arrested in 
Didsbury last year, he vowed to 
challenge the extradition warrant 
placed on him by US authorities. 

“I had a lot of things to take 
care of, plus I had to get a lot of 
information that was pertinent to 
my case,” he said. 

He still believes he could have 
prevailed in fighting the extradi¬ 
tion, but said it would have taken 
more time and money than it was 
worth. 

“It could have gone on for 
another two years and I didn’t 
want that,” he said. 

“So the best solution was to go 
down there and plead no contest 
and pay a fine.” 

A Florida judge accepted his 
plea and ordered a $5,000 fine, 
plus court costs. 

“It went exactly as they 
(lawyers) told me it would,” 
Sheridan said of the hearing. 

But while the hearing may have 
been brief, the battle certainly 
wasn’t. 

The case stems from a 1968 
crash that saw Sheridan’s 
Oldsmobile Toronado cross the 
centre line and collide with a 
Greyhound bus, injuring 23 peo¬ 
ple and killing his passenger and 
co-worker, Walter M. Jones. 

Sheridan, who was also 
injured in the accident, was 
reportedly intoxicated at the 
time. 

While he’s relieved that the 


legal part is over, Sheridan said 
he has 90 more days before the 
past can be laid completely to 
rest. 

That’s when the appeal period 
expires and Sheridan is allowed 
to make contact with Jones’ fam¬ 
ily 

“It’s best to wait and do it right, 
and then I am definitely going to 
write his sister an apology,” he 
said. 

Sheridan wasn’t 
aware Jones had a 
sister until his 
2005 arrest. 

He said he’s 
thought about the 
accident every 
day since Feb. 10, 
1968 and he hopes 
the letter will 
allow him to leave 
the past in the 
past and move 
ahead with his life 

in Didsbury. 

Sheridan and his lawyer don’t 
expect an appeal to be made in 
the case, but it happened once in 
1971, so they want to err on the 
side of caution now. 

The 35-year-old appeal left 
Sheridan living as a fugitive, 
though he wasn’t aware of it. 

He had originally been convict¬ 
ed of manslaughter and sen¬ 
tenced to two and a half years in 
prison, but he won his appeal and 
had his bond returned. 

Two years later, when he was 
working on the pipeline in 
Borneo, US authorities were 
granted an appeal of their own 
and a new trial date was set, but 
Sheridan said he was never privy 
to any of this, so he didn’t appear. 

“It wasn’t really my fault that it 
went on like this,” he said, look¬ 
ing back. “It was the authorities 
in Florida that really caused it 
the way they did their business.” 

Sheridan said he made contact 
with US immigration when he 
relocated to Canada in 1973, so 
they knew where he was, but 
never made contact with him. 

“There were never any flags up 
for me anywhere,” he said, 
adding that he’s returned to 
Florida six times since 1973, and 
in 2004 he was only an hour away 
from Vero Beach, where the acci¬ 
dent occured. 

“If I was a fugitive, I’m sure I 
wouldn’t have been running 
around doing that," he said. 

Sheridan said he’s glad he no 
longer has to defend his motives 
and he’s thankful that the people 
of Didsbury have stood by him 
despite the fugitive rumours. 

“I’m really happy it’s all over.”

The foundation’s goal for 
2006 is to raise e n a fi g h 
money to purchase a 
Bilimeter, a piece of equip¬ 
ment that provides early 
detection for liver diseases 
in newborn babies. 

Sometimes newborns arc 1 
sent home just hours after 
birth and some illnesses 
they might have - like jaun¬ 
dice - aren’t detectable for 
a few days. 

The machine costs an 
estimated $10,000.

Apple a Day 

Exercise and arthritis 


Aerobic exercise is fre¬ 
quently part of therapy for 
those with arthritis. It cer¬ 
tainly helps maintain aero¬ 
bic fitness, as well as a 
healthy body weight, but 
most importantly, it 
increases joint range of 
motion. 

Strength training also 
has been shown to 
increase bone mineral den¬ 
sity, improve glucose 
metabolism, reduce gas¬ 
trointestinal transit time, 
lower resting blood pres¬ 
sure, improve blood lipid 
levels and ease arthritic 
pain. 

Exercise Guidelines for 
Arthritis 

1. Participate in low- 
impact activities, (aquat¬ 
ics, hydraulic equipment) 

2. Begin with low-inten¬ 


sity, frequent sessions. 

3. Reduce your exercise 
intensity and duration dur¬ 
ing periods of inflamma¬ 
tion or pain. 

4. Extend your warm-up 
and cool-down periods. 

5. Modify your intensity 
and duration of exercise 
according to how well you 
are feeling, any changes in 
medication and your pain 
level. 

6. It is essential to put all 
your joints through their 
full range of motion at 
least once a day to main¬ 
tain mobility. 

7. Take a day or two of 
rest if you continue to 
have pain during or follow¬ 
ing an exercise session. 
Use the two-hour pain rule 
to adjust your exercise lev¬ 
els. 


8. Check your body 
alignment at all times. 
Poor posture and 
decreased joint mobility 
and strength disrupt the 
performance of efficient, 
controlled and integrated 
movement. Misalign body 
positions and awkward 
movements affect walking 
gait and increase fatigue. 

9. While pain is quite nor¬ 
mal with arthritis, you 
should work just up to the 
point of pain, but not past 
it. Movements that are 
simple for healthy people 
can be quite painful for 
individuals with arthritis. 

10. Use isometric 
strengthening exercises, 
which strengthen the joint 
structures and surround¬ 
ing muscles while placing 
the least amount of stress

13. Arthritis may limit 
exercise because of joint 
pain not cardiovascular 
function. 

Mode: Non-weight-bear¬ 
ing activities such as 
cycling, warm-water 

aquatic programs, 

hydraulic equipment and 
swimming are preferred 
because they reduce joint 
stress. 

Intensity: Ixiw-intensity, 
dynamic exercise rather 
than high-intensity, high- 
impact exercise. The exer¬ 
cise intensity should be 
based on your comfort 
level before, during and 
after exercise. 

Frequency: Arthritic 

individuals should be exer¬ 
cising at least four to five 
times per week. 

Duration: Ixmg, gradual 
warm-up and cool-down 
periods (longer than 10 
minutes). Initial exercise 
sessions should hist no 
longer than 10 to 15 min¬ 
utes.

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Housing crunch leaves area workers roughing it

Spending five weeks in 
a tent trailer with two 
kids, a dog, and a eat is 
one of those challenges 
that come into a life that 
can only be dealt with 
with humour. 

“You have to find the 
comedy in things," said 
Teri Hughes from the 
family campsite at the 
O.R. Hedges Lions 
Campground in Olds. 

The town of Olds and 
the extended camping 
trip had not been the 
intended target for the 
Hughes family. They 
came out of necessity. 

"My husband started a 
job (in Airdrie) at the 
beginning of April and we 
had to sell our home (in 
Salmon Arm),” explained 
Hughes. 

“We were moving to 
Airdrie but the housing 
was absolutely through 
the roof. We put a couple 
of bids on places, $20,000 
and $30,000 above asking 
price, and we were still 
outbid.” 

They were eventually 
able to purchase a place 
in Olds, where her broth¬ 
er moved nine years ago, 
but were unable to move 
in until Aug. 15. 

A sense of humour has 
kept the experience in 
perspective. 

“We’re not used to the 
gale-force winds here 
especially since we’re liv¬ 


ing in a kite,” she said 
glancing at the tent trailer 
they had to purchase just 
before leaving Salmon 
Arm because they had 
discovered the floor on 
theirs had rotted out. 

“(Camping)’s been fine. 
The kids have enjoyed 
riding their bikes all over 
and we’re out on excur¬ 
sions.” 

The experience has also 
provided bonding time. 

“I’ve had the summer 
off so have been able to 
do things with the kids. I 
even bought a bike for 
the first time in a long 
time.” 

Don Wat kin, head of the 


Lions campground com¬ 
mittee is not aware of 
how many of the 15 to 20 
campers booked for two 
weeks or a month are on 
site because of the 
accommodation short¬ 
age, but he luis noticed an 
increase in the amount of 
those booking longer 
stays. 

“There’s a lot of oil 
workers around and they 
stay there maybe a month 
or two weeks at a time,” 
he said, adding that the 
45 sites in the Olds camp¬ 
ground have been full. 
“We’ve been overflow 
almost every night.” 

Didsbury is experienc¬ 


ing a similar crunch, but 
because the Rosebud 
Valley Campground is so 
busy it has had to turn 
people away. 

“The people who have 
tried to get in here, they 
can’t get in for any length 
of time because we do 
reservations so far in 
advance," said camp¬ 
ground operator Flo 
Cunningham. 

“We’re so busy, espe¬ 
cially on weekends and 1 
have eight lots full 
already here with people 
who are working here 
and are having houses 
built.” 

The steady business 


and current shortage of 
housing in the area has 
not prompted any plans 
to extend the operating 
hours of the camp¬ 
grounds into the winter. 

“Last year we stayed 


open until the first of 
November and it was just 
a headache for us. We had 
lots of people but they 
used so much power that 
we hardly broke even,” 
said Watkins.

Local band brings big music home 


Polyjesters find their treasure right here at home

After two steady years of trav¬ 
elling the music highway, playing 
festivals around the world (and 
making some new famous 
friends along the way), The 
Polyjesters are ready to come 
home. 

But they won’t find any R and R 
at the end of their 38-hour drive 
from Ashton, Ohio to Carstairs. 

Didsbury raised brothers Jason 
;uid Sheldon Valleau will be too 
busy preparing to host the first 
ever Mountain View Music 
Festival, an event they hope will 
some day rival the one in 
Camrose. 

“We’ll start the first one off as a 
kickoff party and grow from 
there,” said Jason. 

With already established festi¬ 
vals scattered across the 
province, Jason thought “why 
not have one in our County?" 

Four acts have signed on this 
year, including Terra Hazelton 
(lead singer of Jeff Healey’s 
band), blues artist Dan 
Livingstone, The Plaid Tongued 
Devils, of Calgary, and of course, 
the Polyjesters themselves. 

The first concert will be held 
in Jason’s backyard, which has 
been transformed to include a 30- 
foot beach area, but the plan is to 
make it bigger in terms of space 
and star power every year, even¬ 
tually making it a main stop for 
artists. 

Jason envisions “this weird lit¬ 
tle anomoly in the little county of 
Mountain View where a bunch of 
musicians who know each other 
meet for a good time, a good 
party, a good atmosphere.” 

“I think because we know a lot 
of music industry people, there’s 
a good chance we can entice 
them to come out to these 
things,” he said. 

And he expects that his con¬ 
cept, which cuts out the middle¬ 
men, will be good for both the 
community and the musicians. 

“The whole music industry can 
be quite political and difficult, 
and it can be exorbitant in price,” 
said Jason. 

“I think if you can cut out some 
of the middle people and just 
have musicians coming to play 
for musicians that would be real¬ 
ly cool.”

It also means savings for the 
public. 

“Obviously the musicians have 
to get some sort of wage because 
it is our career, but I think also 
it’s important to keep it non-prof¬ 
it because if there’s a way to help 
out the community I think this is 
a good way to do it,” said Jason. 

This year entry is by donation 
and any leftover money after the 
musicians are paid, will go 
toward the new town gazebo. 

“It’s a good way to tie the 
whole community together and I 
think it’s time we had a party.” 

The Polyjesters have always 
maintained strong ties to 
Didsbury and Carstairs, despite 
their success taking them around 
the world. 

“You have to put a root down 
somewhere,” said Jason. 

“Everytime we come back it 
feels like we’re home. That’s 
where our family is, and our 
friends." 

He said their connection to 
home Ls like the storyline in the 


novel ‘The Alchaemist”. 

“It's about a guy who travels 
the world to find his treasure and 
it takes him right back to where 
he’s from," said Jason. 

“It’s not necessarily a monetary 
treasure, and I think it’s the same 
with us too.”

Because most of his childhood 
friends work in the oil patch, 
they can share their different 
experiences. 

And The Polyjesters have a lot 
to share, having played on the 


same stage as big name acts and 
becomming buddies with the 
Trailer Park Boys. 

“I think it’s important for us to 
take a little bit of the culture and 
education we’ve received out on 
the road and bring some of that 
back," said Jason. 

He sees a growing need for 
more local culture, especially 
right now, with more and more 
people moving to the area from 
the bigger city centres. 

And he thinks this festival is 
one way to keep people in the 
community. 

“I’d hate to see the County of 
Mountain View be too much of a 
bedroom community,” he said. 

“I think the more we get going 
in our towns the better, and I’d 
like to help out any way I can to 
provide something for people." 

He said ideally, even profes¬ 
sional commuters like doctors 
and lawyers who rarely spend 
time in downtown Didsbury or 
Carstairs on a Friday night, will 
partake in what these towns have 


to offer. 

“We need to have an alternate 
thing they can go to that’s cultur¬ 
al and that they don’t have to go 
into the city for,” he said. 

“If I can bring that in to the 
community, I would be really 
happy.” 

It may take awhile to build the 
event up to the calibre Jason 
would like to see it at, but he’s 
confident it can be done. 

“I have a lot of dreams, and 
energy and drive to do it, and a 
little bit of know-how from being 
out here,” he said. 

Mom agrees. Carol Valleau said 
her sons’ energy is contagious 
and she’s knows they’ll pull it off 
with time. 

“I told Jason, you might only 
have 20 people (this year), but 
you have to start somewhere.” 

Early in their career, Jason and 
Sheldon helped out their friend 
Rob, who owned a struggling jazz 
club in Calgary, by playing saxo¬ 
phone and upright bass in the 
window. 

Today that same club regularly 
features world-renowned acts. 

“I remember thinking at the 
time, boy I hope it works for you 
Rob, and now it’s big," said Carol. 

“But it sure started with noth¬ 
ing.” 

If all goes well with the first 
annual Mountain View Music 
Festival, Jason will look to 
expand it into a music series. 

“We’ve made a pretty good liv¬ 
ing playing concerts all over 
North America in communities 
that have a concert series,” he 
said. 

They’ve seen the tiny commu¬ 
nity of Kinsella, with a popula¬ 
tion of just 500, draw 300 people 
to its series. 

“I’d love to see that happen 
here,” said Jason. 

He’s already spoken with the 
town of Carstairs and they've 
showed interest in helping with 
the expansion. Next they’ll 
proposition the County, and then 
try to tap into government arts 
funding. 

But for now it’s all about back¬ 
yard fun. 

The concert will take place 
Sat., August 19 from 1 p.m.-lO 
p.m. at 668-11 Ave., Carstairs. 

The whole family is welcome.

The Town of Didsbury is 
conducting a random sur¬ 
vey to see if residents are 
satisfied with the services 
it’s providing and they need 
input from as many people 
as possible. 

So if you receive a phone 
call asking for participa¬ 
tion in a survey, don’t hang 


up too quickly. 

“Because it’s the town 
calling and we’re calling to 
find out how we can 
improve our service, if we 
can get past the introduc¬ 
tion, 1 think we’ll do pretty 
well," laughed Mayor 
Dorothy Moore. 

Survey results may be 
used down the road as sta¬ 
tistical information when 
applying for government 


grants, and validity 
increases with the percent¬ 
age of participants, so the 
Town wants to reach a 
maximum number of peo¬ 
ple. 

Calls will be made by 
random phone number 
generation and are expect¬ 
ed take place over approxi¬ 
mately three weeks, start¬ 
ing next week. 

The results will also help 


with the formation of a 
new Municipal 

Development Plan (MDP) 
and in setting administra¬ 
tion goals for 2007. 

"The last (MDP) we had 
had a lot of resident input,” 
said Mayor Dorothy 
Moore. 

“We’re taking what resi¬ 
dents say to our strategic 
session that we’ll be going 
to later on in October and 


we’ll be including resident 
feedback with our overall 
long-term planning for the 
whole town and all of the 
services and opportunities 
we offer.” 

It will also offer the pub¬ 
lic a chance to provide 
their thoughts on fibre 
optics. The only survey 
that was done on FTTP 
was conducted in Olds and 
extrapolated to neighbour¬ 
ing communities, so this 


will provide Didsbury-spe¬ 
cific input. 

“It would be good for us 
to get more of an idea of 
how it would be received if 
we were able to put it in 
place,” said Moore. 

The survey takes approx¬ 
imately eight minutes to 
complete and is meant to 
cover a broad spectrum of 
services offered by the 
Town and how the public 
views them.

Program - Application Forms Available 

The Options program is in place to help lower income farm 
families to find ways to improve their income situation. 

Farm families with a minimum of $50,000 in gross farm 
sales and a total income less than $25,000 (for families) or

Area rodeo fans were 
treated to a smorgasboard 
of talent as the annual 
Olds Fair and Rodeo 
attracted world champi¬ 
ons from Canada, the 
United States, Australia 
and New Zealand. 

And from all indications 
the talent assembled to 
challenge the Franklin 
Rodeo Company stock 
was the best ever assem¬ 
bled by the rodeo commit¬ 
tee. 

“This was probably the 
best rodeo we've had in 
years," said Rob Gardner, 
co-chairman of the Olds 
Rodeo Committee. 

“The world’s best cow¬ 
boys and cowgirls partici¬ 
pated in this year's 
rodeo.” 

And for the first time, 
the rodeo was decorated 
with current world cham¬ 
pions from North 
America, Australia and 
New Zealand. 

Attracting top rodeo 
hands to the Olds rodeo 
isn’t a difficult chore for 
the rodeo committee as 
the contestants are either 
trying to qualify for a 
berth into the Canadian 
Finals Rodeo and the 
National Finals Rodeos. 

Besides the seasoned 
pros participating in Olds, 
the rodeo is attracting 
numerous hands embark¬ 


ing on a professional 
career. 

Several of the rookies 
on the Canadian rodeo 
scene are graduates of 
the Olds College Rodeo 
Club or other clubs from 
universities or colleges 
across Canada. 

For some Olds College 
graduates, the Olds pro¬ 
fessional rodeo is the first 
one they experience. 

Gardner said the Olds 
Rodeo Committee has an 
excellent working rela¬ 
tionship with Olds College 
and they are always happy 
to accept entries from 
current or past members 
of the college club. 

This was the first year 
the Olds rodeo had former 
college champions from 
Canada, the United States 
and Australia. 

Although the first day of 
the rodeo, on Friday, dealt 
with a steady downpour 
of rain, some of the best 
scores and times were 
posted in the opening per¬ 
formance. 

Gardner credits this to 
the hard work the rodeo 
committee did in prepar¬ 
ing the infield. 

He believes the volun¬ 
teers at the Olds Rodeo 
are the best groundskeep- 
ing staff on the Canadian 
circuit. 

Turner Valley saddle 
bronc rider Logan Kelly, 
wasn’t feeling sad at ail as 
he spurred out an 85 


aboard Blue Too to win 
the saddle bronc competi¬ 
tion. 

Former World and 
Canadian saddle bronc 
champion Glen O'Neill, of 
Didsbury, marked an 84 
on Cowboy Chili to claim 
second place. During the 
year, Cowboy Chili has 
lead O'Neill to the pay 
window a couple of times. 

Two weeks ago, O'Neill 
won the Sundre Fro 
Rodeo aboard the horse. 

Although Kyle Bowers, 
of Brooks, drew a Horse 
With No Name he didn't 
care as he marked an 85 to 
win the bareback riding 
event. 

Black Diamond bullrid- 
er, Kyle Thomson, a third 
generation cowboy, took 
his task of riding bulls 
seriously, marking an 86 
aboard Random Task to 
claim the bull riding 
championship. 

Perhaps the most touch¬ 
ing performances came 
from two veteran tie¬ 
down ropers, Cliff 
Williamson, of Madden, 
and Joe Lucas, of 
Carstairs. Although they 
failed to win the event the 
pair received standing 
ovations from the crowd 
when they finished their 
runs. 

Williamson has won a 
million dollars roping 
calves while Lucas has 
won just over $700,000 in 
career earnings. 

As well, Williamson has 
been crowned Canadian 
tie-down roping champion 
six times while Lucas has 
captured the Canadian 
title five times. 

A1 Bouchard was the top 
looper at Olds with a run 
of 7.3 seconds. 
Williamson's time of 7.1 
seconds was actually the 
quickest but he broke the 
barrier and settled for a 
time of 17.1 seconds. 

Maple Creek's William 
Bierbach was the best 
bulldogger wrestling his 
steer in 3.6 seconds. 

In the team roping com¬ 
petition, Matt Fawcett and 
Troy Fischer were the 
quickest pair stopping the 
clock in 6.1 seconds. 

Around the barrels, 
Kelly Rycroft was the 
quickest cowgirl with a 
time of 17.60 seconds.
